ilr.  Chairman,  I'.irs.  Po¥rell  Heath  and  Gentlemen, 

As  in  previous  years  this  report  deals  briefly  v/ith  matters  of  public  health 
within  my  responsibility.  Statistical  tables  are  included  in  simple  form  and 
comparisons  can  be  readily  mp.de  with  figures  of  the  previous  year,  or,  as  with 
infectious  fevers,  the  incidence  in  each  tovm  or  village.  V/hen  avoAlable 
national  figures  are  also  shown. 

Analytical  reports  of  the  three  sepp.rate  sources  of  our  water  supply  are 
appended  cas  requested  by  the  ilinister.  V/ith  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
houses  there  was  a proportionate  increase  in  the  amount  of  'Wcater  used,  but  the 
quantity  going  into  supply  v/as  still  sufficient  The  wn.ter  in  the  Ccastle 
Donington  reservoir  was  chlorino.ted.  Periodic  exaiuina.tions  after  chlorination 
Here  uniformly  satisfactory. 

The  general  standar-d  of  health  of  our  rural  and  seiai-rural  populcation  was 
high,  but  the  aggregate  of  notifiable  iirfectious  diseases  was  considerably 
raised  by  a general  epidemic  of  whooping  cough,  Yvith  one  hundred  and  twenty 
cases  as  against  forty-one  in  1949?  £‘-nd  an  epidemic  of  mea.sles  in  Kegivorth 
v/here  there  Here  ninety-two  children  affected  in  the  la-st  two  months  of  the  year. 

In  194-9  there  vrere  thirty-six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  (twenty- three  in 
Keg'/Torth  and  six  in  Belton)  but  in  the  year  in  review  there  were  only  four. 

There  were  no  causes  of  puerpural  pyrexia  but  Wo  children  were  affected 
T/ith  infantile  paralysis. 

Six  cases  of  bacillary  dysentery  Here  notified  from  Castle  Donington  in 
December.  These  Here  part  of  an  epidemic  affecting  the  rest  of  the  county  and 
surrounding  districts.  The  local  epidemic  ho.s  quickly  controlled  a.lthough  a 
few  more  notifications  were  received  after  the  end  of  the  year. 

A case  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  an  unimmunised  person  Ne  are,  as  you 
know,  no  longer  responsible  for  immunisation  against  this  disease.  The 
children  are  still  treated  by  the  fai.iily  doctors  practising  in  the  rural  district 
and  our  position  ho.s  been  vYell  maintained.  The  figures  for  1950  are  shown  in  a 
table  supplied  to  me  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Comparative  vital  statistics  were  of  interest.  For  the  second  successive 
year  there  was  a fall  in  the  death  ra.te.  The  1950  figure  wo.s  9*4  pe^"  thousand 
of  the  population.  In  1949  if  10  per  thousand  and  in  194S  it  wa-s  11.7 • 

The  death  ra.te  for  England  and  ViTales  v/as  11,6. 

In  order  to  adjust  the  actual  statistical  figures  for  this  year  so  that 
they  can  be  compared  accura.tely  with  other  areas  a com.parability  factor  is 
used.  The  actual  rate  per  thousand  of  our  population  is  then  multiplied  by  this 
factor  so  that  the  result  is  a rate  corrected  for  any  possible  disproportion  of 
age  or  sex  groupings. 
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Thecse  factors  vrere  1.00  for  deaths  o-nd  1.13  for  births.  No 
correction  was,  therefore,  required  for  the  death  rate. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  15.3  per  thousand  of  the  popiOLation  - 
the  sane  figure  as  that  for  England  and  Nodes.  This  ca.ipcred  favourably, 
however,  v/ith  14*9  in  1949 • In  1-943  the  birth  rode  v/as  cabnorucally  high. 

There  vrere  nine  still  births  during  the  year.  This  was  high,  there 
being  only  three  in  1949'  On  the  other  h.-md,  the  infantile  death  rate 
(the  death  rode  per  thousand  live  births  in  children  under  one  year)  was 
fourteen  in  conparison  with  twenty-one  in  1949  and  29.8  for  the  country  as 
a whole.
